WASHINGTON, May 15 
A forest conservation program involy- 
ing the ultimate purchase of 3,000,- 
000 acres in the Southern Appala- 
chian region and the immediate pur- 
chase of 762,186 acres in 45 units 
scattered through eastern states was 
announced today by Secretary Dern. 

As president of the national forest 
reservation commission, Dern said ac- 
quisition of new units approximating 
2.326.000 acres on the headwaters of 
the Tennessee river, which would near- 
ly double the areas of national forests 
in the Appalachian region, would en- 
able the United States forest service 
and co-operating agencies to consoli- 


date fire protection and combat ex- 


cessiye erosion on the Tennessee drain- 
age system. 
To Check Floods. 

' Rehabilitation of the new national 
forest lands, Dern said, also is ex- 
pected to help prevent disastrous 
floods, and to furnish continuous, even 
flow of water for hydroelectric de- 
velopment and community water sup- 
ply.

MIDWEST DROUTH 
PARTIALLY BROKEN 
BY RAINSTORMS 


Relief, Although It May 
Be Only Temporary, 
| Spreads Joy Among 
| Suffering Farmers: 


CHICAGO, May 13.—(UP)—A ery 
|of joy and relief went up from farm- 
_ {ers today as rain broke the worst 
| spring drouth the midwest had expe- 
rienced in many years. 

Rain clouds dumped their dollar- 
laden moisture in almost all the states 
which had suffered for a month. Crop 
loss in millions of dollars was be- 
lieved averted. 

Weather bureaus and crop experts 
warned that the relief might be only 
temporary. 


| Weather bureaus predicted that by 
|/Monday night the rainfall will have 
covered most of the area where dust 
storms, parched fields and attacks by 
insects have been so serious that the 
price of wheat jumped 18 cents a 
‘bushel since the last of April. 

| Handicapped by curtailed Sunday 
‘communications facilities, weather and 
crop experts tried to follow the course 
'of the hop-skip-and-jump clouds. 

| Relief Not Complete. 

Results were only half optimistic 
| because even in parts of Kansas and 
| Illinois where the rainfall was heav- 
liest, it still offered only temporary 
relief unless heavier rainfalls _ fol- 
lowed. 

Chicago, for example, has had only 
3.90 inches of rain this year. Nor- 
mal is 10.84 inches. A slow, soaking 
rain of almost 7 inches, spread over 
several days, would be needed to bring 
conditions back to normal. 

In many states the situation was 
doubly serious because of a prolonged 
drouth last year. Insects increased 
the dawger to crops in Utah and 
‘several Mississippi valley states. 

One of these storms was carried 
even to the Atlantic and residents of 
New York, for perhaps the first time 
iu history, suffered the experience of 
having South Dakota dirt blown into 
their eyes while they walked down 


Broadway. 
Mud Rains. 

Two phenomena accompanied the 
storms. One was “mud rains,” the 
other mud drifts. The “mud rains” 
| were caused by rain falling through 
‘dust storms. By the time the water 
struck the ground it had gathered 
enough dust to become mud. The mud 
drifts were like snowdrifts in many 
places. They were caused by the 
dust piling against fences like snow 
in the winter. In one.section of In- 
diana, snow plows were used last week 
to clear the highways for traffic. In 
parts of the Dakotas and Minnesota, 
dust drifts piled so high that cattle 
walked on the dirt, right over fences,

Strike broke out in the meat pack- 
ing industry yesterday as harassed 
mediators sought to settle the numer- 
ous walkouts in other fields.

In St. Louis virtually all of the 
25 packing plants in the city were 
affected as 2,500 workers in Armour 
and company, Swift and companys, 
and other plants voted a strike and 
prepared to picket in difficulties over 
wages. Police details were sent to 
the plants to prevent disorders. 

Joe Augutas, member of the United 
Mine Workers and an employe of 
the Peabody Coal company, was shot 
and killed in Taylorville, Ill. Eddie 
Newman, member of the rival Pro- 
gressive Miners’ union, was jailed as 
the slayer. Police said the coal min- 
ers’ controversy prompted the killing 
that followed a backyard quarrel. 

The Pacific coast waterfront, scene 
of disorders Saturday when striking 
longshoremen brushed with police, was 
quiet. Mayor John D. Dore, of Seat- 
tle, said non-union dock workers 
would be given police protection to 
attempt to keep cargoes moving.

Beloved Woman Played 
Leading Part in Shap- 
ing of School System. 


Mrs. Lena Swift Huntley, well- 
known and beloved Atlanta pioneer, 
died Sunday morning at her home at 
1459 Peachtree street. She had been 
in failing health for several years 
but was seriously ill for only a week 
before the end came. A _ heart at- 
tack was the immediate cause of 
death. Funeral services will be con- 
ducted at 11 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing at the residence. Bishop H. J. 
Mikell and the Rev. .W. W. Mem- 
minger will conduct the services and 
interment will take place in Oakland 
cemetery. where Mrs. Huntley’s body 
will be placed in the family vault, 


Born in Atlanta on July 25, 1857, 
Mrs. Huntley lived here all of her 
life and her social and civic inter- 
ests were prominently interwoven 
with the city of her birth. At 15 
years of age she was the first honor 
pupil in the first graduating class of 
the Girls’ High school, when the 


classrooms occupied the third floor of 


the building at Whitehall and Hunter 
streets. The buildin: stands today 
as a model of the Atianta skyscrap- 
ers in 1873, the year of -Mrs. Hunt- 
ley’s graduation. 

Mrs. Huntley was instrumental] in 
the shaping and upbuilding of the 
public school system of Atlanta, and 
was a member of the board of lady 
visitors. She was the dominant fac- 
tor in founding the Girls’ High School 
Alumnae’ Association and served as 
the first president of the organiza- 
tion. Among the first to visualize

HOPE GROWS DIM 
FOR ADJOURNMENT 
IN EARLY FUTURE 


Roosevelt Will Send Two 
More Requests to Con- 
gress With Each Expect- 
ed To Stir Debate. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—(UP)— 
Hopes for quick adjournment of con- 
gress faded tonight as President 
Roosevelt prepared to pile more work 
on legislative bodies already tangled 
with many administration measures. 

The president is expected to send 
two messages to Capitol Hill this 
week. One will ask for $1.532,000,- 
000 to extend relief and publie works 
programs. The other will propose a 
200,000,000 fund to inaugurate the 
national home repair campaign. 

Both requests are certain to pre- 
cipitate lengthy debate. Progressives 
led by Senator Robert M. La Follette 
Jr., will attempt to add many mil- 


lions of dollars to the public works /f 


and relief appropriation. They say 
the administration’s estimate will 
prove inadequate to meet the distress 


that will follow the seasonal slump | 


in industrial activity and another 
winter with millions still unemployed. 
Tax Message. 

The president also is expected to 
send to congress before adjournment a 
recommendation for repeal of the new 
tax on Philippine oils and a message 
on war debts. 

Overshadowing all immediate prob- 
lems, is the controversial silver issue. 
Mr. Roosevelt will tell the senate sil- 
ver bloc this week the extent to which 
he is prepared to go on this ques- 
tion. 

The silverites conferred informally 
over the wéek-end, seeking agreement 
among themselves on the program 
they will submit to the president, An

NEWARK, N. J., May 13.—(#)— 
A Transcontinental and Western air 
liner set a new transcontinental mail 
record today, flying the mail from 
Los Angeles to Newark in 11 hours, 
27 minutes. The: plane landed at 
Newark airport at 4:53 p. m. east- 
ern standard time.

Most of Yemen’s Terri- 
tory in Hands of War- 
like Arab as Imam Yah- 
ya Accepts Peace Terms.

JIDDA, Arabia, May 13.—(4)—An 
armistice in the war between Saudi 
Arabia and Yemen was officially an- 
nounced here tonight. 


The Imam Yahya of Yemen was 
stated to have accepted peace condi- 
tions proposed by King Ibn Saud, of 
Saudi Arabia. 


The armistice between King Ibn 
Saud and the Imam Yahya found -the 
former's troops in possession of a con- 
siderable portion of the territory of 
Yemen, the little country in south- 
west Arabia which had remained in- 
dependent of both Saudian and Euro- 
pean control. 

King Ibn Saud, who changed the 
name of his country from “The Com- 
bined Kingdoms of Nejd and Hejaz” 
to Saudi Arabia a year ago, had been 
represented by his countrymen in Eu- 
rope as determined to add Yemen to 
his domain and created a united Ara- 
bian empire. 

Differences over the border of the 
two countries have threatened war for 
several years, and Ibn Saud, appar- 
ently convinced that the time was 
ripe for conquest, seized the impor- 
tant Yemeni port of Hodeidah on 
May 3, the army of the Imam Yahya 
moving out in disorderly retreat. 

With the Emir Feisal, heir to the 
Saudi throne in command, the Saudi 
forces occupied the seaport and moved 
on toward the capital city, Sana, 
where the Yemeni forces had rallied 
and prepared for a defense behind 
brick walls. 

Reports from the war zone during 
the past week have been conflicting 
as to the outcome of clashes between 
the ‘invaders and defenders. Three 
visisions of the Saudi army were re- 
ported to have prepared to attack the 
capital and force the Imam to relin- 
quish his authority to a son of the 
Saudi king.

To receive a specimen of which I 
know absolutely nothing provides me 
with a series of thrills of ever-increas- 
ing magnitude. At the outset I am 
willing to say only that the specimen 


fis a fish, as in this particular case. 


Then to take the specimen in a tank 
and sit down beside it with a key to 
American fishes and try to determine 
its relationships is another thing. The 
thrill of uncertainty increases, form- 
ing an overwhelming crescendo of 
doubt as to whether I am doing the 
thing right or not, until I come to 
the point of being willing to say that 
the specimen is undoubtedly related to 
Cottus gracilis, but that 1 am sure 
it is something else. 


Think of this little fellow now not 
as a species of the genus Cottus, but 
as a “miller’s thumb.” You will find 
that this immediately reduces the spec- 
imen to the terms of everyday speech 
and appeals to you as a nice collo- 
quial description of the specimen. The 
body is small and tapering and is 
positively insignificant compared with 
the great head. His four inches of 
length is adorned with a most inter- 
esting fin development. The dorsal, 
for example, is a delicate’ tracery 
down the middle of the back and is 
long and narrow, Technically the 
formula for the dorsal fin would be 
written IX-15, indicating nine spines 
and fifteen rays in the fin. Let’s not 
bother with that right now. The pec- 
toral fins are greatly enlarged to 
make huge fan-like appendages on the 
sides just back of the head. By the 
way, the pectoral fins of fish never 
vary in position but the pelvics vary 
a lot. The pelvics of the miller’s 
thumb are seemingly lacking at first, 
until they are discovered between the 
pectorals. That is the jolt in the 
fish’s structure, for the pectoral fins 
run straight down from the body like 
a pair of miniature legs. The fish 
rests on them as props and in moving 
about the bottom of the tank he uti- 
lizes them as legs, skipping rather 
than swimming over the ta, Sh 

The face is rather devoid of any 
expression of intelligence, ‘The mouth 
is in good proportion to the head 
but entirely too large for the body.

Bills in denominations of $1 to $20 
are neatly counted and bound in age- 
yellowed packets of $100 and $500. 
These packets have become so hard- 
ened and crisp with the weight of 
the years that they break when bent 
donble. 

Represented in this collection of 
eurrency are bills issued by virtually 
all of the Confederate States, but 
the great bulk of it is the issue of 
the Macon & Brunswick _ railroad, 
dated from 1861 to 1867. 

Although all of the money has been 


| repudiated, the bills also are mutileted, 


with holes punched through the sig- 
natures of the president of the rail- 
way or agency which issued the cur- 
rency. 

The Macon and Brunswick currency 
bears the legend: “Fare ticket in cur- 
rency—good for fares. freight and all 
dues to the company.” 

The money was in use for a few 
years, but the state was forced to 
repudiate it as one of the conditions 


for readmission into the Union after 
the Civil War. 


Later the state legislature passed 
an act making it impossible for the 
state to appropriate money to pay 
any of the principal or interest on 
any of this currency, bonds or other 
obligations contracted during the war. 

This act, passed about 1880, reads 
in part: 

“The general assembly shall have 
no authority to appropriate money, 
directly or indirectly, to pay the 
whole, or any part, of the principal! 
or interest of the bonds, or other obli- 
gations, which have been pronounced 
illegal, null and void by the general 
assembly, and the constitutional 
amendments ratified by a vote of the 
people on the first day of May, 1877; 
nor shall the general assembly have 
authority to pay any of the obliga- 
tions created by the state under laws 
passed during the late War Between 
the States.” 

Despite the repudiation of the 
money, Treasurer Hamilton receives 
several times weekly specimens of 
these old bills, with requests as to 
their present value, and in some cases 
the senders ask checks for the amount 
= oo represented by the illegal 
ills.

Claims of French flyers to the 
discovery of the site of the legend- 
ary capital of the Queen of Sheba, 
whether or not eventually proven 
to be based on fact, have once more 
given prominence in the news of 
the world to the vast Arabian pen- 
insula, for centuries the objective 
of western exploration. 

While the forbidding territory 
has never been completely  sur- 
veyed by any of the numerous

the start of modern civilization, will 
Stand revealed. 


Already there has been unearthed 
in the scorching heat of the penin- 
sula’s dry river beds amazing cities 
of “set-back skyscraper” construc- 
tion in which have been found liv- 
ing Strange tribesmen. In these 
Structures—resembling from the 
distance modern apartmént houses 
of the New York skyline, the war- 
riors of the Arabian tribes have 
sallied forth to attack practically 
every expedition that has dared to 
push its way into their sacred do- 
main. 


Southern Arabia, now a desert 
dotted with ancient ruins, was, in 
all probability, a fertile and well- 
watered country when Europe and 
other parts of Asia were still in the 
Ice Age, the National Geographic 
Society points out, in a bulletin in 
which it relates that— 

While the Americas were being dis- 
covered and exploréd, while the poles 
were being attained and the polar 
regions visited again and again, the 
Arabian peninusula, lying in the 
heart of the oldest known civiliza- 
tions, has remained almost unseen by 
white men. About 300,000 square 
miles of territory, equal to the com- 
bined areas of Germany and Italy, 
is blank or but vaguely sketched on 
modern maps. Yet some of the border 
lands and surrounding seas of this 
huge ellipse hum with activity. 

Comparatively few of the ruins 
existing in Arabia have been vis- 
ited by scientists and, in addition 
to those that are known to exist, 
there are undoubtedly still others, 
probably of much older origin, 
buried beneath the shifting sands 
of the deserts.

That 
community is Knoxville and the ad- 
jacent hill country where, on one side 
of the city, the TVA is building the 
Norris dam and the town of Norris, 
and, on the other ‘side, the Great 
Smoky national forest of 400,000 
acres bas been established. ‘The na- 


tional forest is not exactly an item 
of the federal government’s New Deal, 
having been paid for almost entirely 
by the Rockefellers and the states of 
Tennessee and North Carolina. But 
it is a part of the scenario in which 
a city of 120,000 people, as prejudiced 
and self-satisfied and hostile to out- 
siders as any cluster of cabins in the 
mountains, is receiving new ideas for 
the first time since the Civil War. 
Knoxville has always had an aris- 
tocracy of rich industrial families who 
could afford to travel in Europe, but 
they have been very exclusive on their 
home grounds and conscious of their 
quality. There has been a great gap 
between the aristocracy and the work- 
ing people of all classes. The city has 
been for a long time the center of a 
low-wage area which included places 
where children worked 54 hours a 
week in the mills for less than $3 a 
week. Wages, in Knoxville, proper, 
were better than those which were 
paid in some of the horrible-example 
towns in the hills, but the employes 
were not exactly pampered in town, 


either. 
Local Clergy For a long time, 
. lso Knoxville 
Long Dominant. was dominated 
by local clergy 
who probably were devout but, like 
the clergy in so many other places, 
enjoyed power and extended it to 
many matters which were not prop- 
erly their business. But, while the 
clergy were storming and commanding 
that things be done their way in such 
controversies as the one Yegarding the 
teaching of evolution, they were not 
correspondingly active in the amelio- 
ration of the condition of the poor. 
They won the decision, but lost the 
fight in the celebrated monkey trial 
at Dayton, Tenn., and they definitely 
ceased to dominate life in Knoxville 
when Tennessee voted to repeal the 
eighteenth amendment.

Her father issued a plea to the kid- 
haptrs ‘Thursday, stating he “could 
raise only $10,00Q of the $15,000 de- 
manded. Since that time no word 
has*been received: from.the abductors. 
Robles said today he had nothing on 
which to base his belief thatethe kid- 
napers of June would get in touch 
with him within the next 24 hours 
other than “a hunch.” 

“IT feel certain June is safe and we 
will get her back alive,” he said. 

Law enforcement authorities did 
not act immediately upon the New 
Mexico convict’s story because of 
fear it might wmterfere with the 
“hands off” policy they were pursu- 
ing “in ‘the’ Robles case."

LITTLE TRIPS INTO: NATURE. 

The other night I dreamed that I 
saw a river running uphill. If I 
really had seen such 2 sight it would 
have been a wonder such as no man 
had seen before. Water can be made 
to run uphill through a hose, but free- 
flowing rivers run downward only, 
and will do nothing else as long as 
gravity keeps its foree. 
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The little brook of the woodland or 
meadow follows the same law.

onward toward the ocean.” 


a brook have a different story to tell. 
Little streams flow into Great Salt 
Lake and the Dead sea, which have 
no outlets; almost all other brooks 
and rivers are on the way to the 
ocean or to lakes which connect with 


In only a few important cases would | 


the ocean. Some water is dried away 
by the sun before the trip is finished, 
but the motion goes on and on. 

When in the glorious springtime 
we come upon a trickling brook we 
may think of the long journey ahead 
for the water. Will any of this very 
same water ever return? Pehaps a lit- 
tle of it. Water which rises in vapor 
goes to the sky but daes not stay there 
forever. It falls in the form of rain, 
hail, sleet and snow; and may drop 
in the region from which it came. 
Much rain and snow come from clouds 
which gathered over seas and lakes 
and were pushed above the land by the 
force of the winds. Thus it is. pos- 
sible, though not very likely, that 
the same water will flow through a 
given brook. 

Have you ever tried to trace & 
brook to its starting point? If you 
have time you may find that interest- 
ing to do. School classes on nature 
trips sometimes do it. Springs and 
marshes are the sources of many 
brooks, and others come from rain 
and melting snow. During dry seasons 
it is common for brooks to “run dry. 

In some brooks we find trout, and 
may wonder how they got there. The 
answer is that the parent fish, coming 
from lakes or rivers, fight their way 
upstream to lay eggs. They are follow- 
ing an old habit much like that of 
salmon which — henig — in ordet 
to struggle up tres water rivers. 
Brook fomal are fairly closely related 
to the river and ocean salmon.

CONFRONT LEAGE 


Council Meets Today 
With Trying War Prob- 
lems To Fore. 


GENEVA, May 13.—(4)—Three 
delicate problems involving peaceful 
relations between nations were up- 
permost today in the minds of the 
members of the council of the League 
of Nations, here for the seventy-ninth 
session of the council which opens 
tomorrow. 

The report of the League’s com- 
mission recommending that the im-

araguay and Bolivia if they do not 
consent to arbitration of their jungle 
conflict shared interest with Hun- 
gary’s cemplaint against Yugoslavia 
and with the Saar plebiscite. 


The Chaco report was studied care- 
fully, especially by those who still 
have hopes for a disarmament agree- 
ment which will place embargoes upon 
yar materials for nations involved 
in armed conflicts.

American republic, to join in an ef- 
fort to shut off from the two South 
American countries the materials 
necessary to carry on a war, all of 
which, it was pointed out, are im- 
ported. 

No effort to fix the responsibility 
for the Chaco war is expected, in- 
asmuch as the commission indicated 
that determination of the agressor 
would be an extremely difficult prob- 
lem. The council, if any action is 
taken, is regarded as likely to call 
upon the combatants to submit their 
quarrel to the permanent court of in- 
ternational justice, as recommended by 
the commission. 

From a European standpoint the 
appeal of Hungary for help in re- 
lieving the situation on the Yugo- 
slavian-Hungarian border was regard- 
ed as an even more delicate matter 


than the Chaco situation. 
Yugoslavian representatives studied 
the Hungarian protest but did not 
indicate what reply would be made. 
One spokesman said that it was re- 
garded by Yugoslavian circles as an 
unfriendly gesture, pointing out that 
Budapest failed to notify Belgrade 
of its intention to refer the matter 
to the League. 
Other quarters regarded the pro- 
test, which alleged that border dis- 
turbances had resulted in the deaths 
of 31 Hungarians, as a maneuver for

The 
arrangement will consolidate federal 
lands and help build up and develop 
state forests, thus increasing acreage 
under systematic control and manage- 
ment. 

If the new plan is successful in 
Michigan the commission plans to ex- 
tend it to other states.

SOVIET PREPARED 
TO DISCUSS DEBTS 


Moscow Will Not Offer 
Silver Payment for Ke- 
rensky Obligation. 


MOSCOW, May 138.—(UP)—The 
soviet government is prepared to dis- 
cuss funding of the controversial 
Kerensky debt—in connection with 
the larger question of credits and 
trade—whenever the United States 
takes the initiative to open the issue 
formally, it was stated today. 

The United Press learned, however, 
that whatever means the soviet gov- 
ernment may be considering for fund- 
ing this obligation, they do. not in- 
clude payment in silver. 

The question of the $187,000,000— 
obligation of the brief Kerensky gov- 
ernment to the Unifed States treas- 
ury has been brought into the fore- 

round of soviet-American relations 

y the Johnson bill. It was inter- 
preted to mean no private agency in 
the United States can grant loans to 
Russia until the debt was funded. 
The new soviet export-import bank, 
set up by the United States govern- 
ment, specifically was exempted from 
the Johnson act ban, but its directors 
have announced it too will withhold 
loans until the soviets present a satis- 
factory debt settlement. 

Although there has been no offi- 
cial statement from the soviet gov- 
ernment regarding the debt, its view- 
point may be sumarized reliably as 
follows: 

In the first place, the present re- 
gime does not admit any responsibil- 
ity for the obligations of previous re- 
gimes. However, in order to facili- 
tate trade and remove this sore spot 
from soviet-American relations, Mos- 
cow is willing to negotiate with Wash- 
ington—but only if President Roose- 
velt takes the initiative. 

Josef Stalin, soviet “dictator,” and 
other leaders have intimated that if 
the United States advanced an ample 
loan to finance purchases of machin- 
ery and other products in America, 
the soviet government might pay an 
unusually high rate of interest, part 
of which could be considered as pay- 
ment on the Kerensky debt. 

This .thesis is not new, but has 
come into prominence again as a pos- 
sible way out of the deadlock which 
Moscow feels is presented by the John- 
son bill. Although the plan has been 
given serious thought lately by both 
soviet and United States officials, it 
has not, as far as could be learned 
here, been the subject of actual negp- 
tiations, 


Move for Sterilization in Georgia 


Assailed by Catholic Priest Here 


The sterilization movement was bit- 
terly attacked by the Rev. Joseph 
E. Moylan, pastor of the Immaculate 
Conception Catholic church, in a ser- 
mon Sunday morning. 

Departing from the generally estab- 
lished Catholie custom of preaching 
on religious subjects, the priest ar- 
raigned determinedly the program for 
reduction of mental and physical de- 


fectives which has reecived the in- 
dorsement of Chairman E. E. Lind- 
sey, of the state board of control, 
and other leaders. 

“The end certainly does not justify 
the means,” Father Moylan said. “The 
state of Georgia has the right to 
sterilize only as a last resort just as 
it has a right to inflict capital pun- 
ishment for capital crime and just as 
the nation has a right to conscript 
her men and send them to battle and 
to death to repel an invading or op- 
pressing hostile country, but it does 
not have the right to sterilize its citi- 
zens when there are other and even 
more effective means of accomplishing 
the purpose of the eugenics move- 
ment.” 

Father Moylan suggested that those 
whom the sterilization movement is di- 
rected against be segregated or placed 
on subsistence farms where they “can 
not only help themselves but also can 
prove beneficial to society.” 

“Even some of the best known 
sponsors of eugenics are — to 
sterilization because they believe it 
will not accomplish its purpose and 
is still in the purely experimental 


GEORGIAN IS NAMED 


PHARMACY PRESIDENT 


WARRENTON, Ga., May 13.—Dr. 
Charles H. Evans, of Warrenton, was 
elected president of the National As- 
sociation of Boards of Pharmacy at 
the annual meeting of the association 
at Washington city this week. 

Dr. Evans has been a member of 
the state board for five years, was 
once its president, and has held the 
office of vice president of the district 
organization, including several states. 
He is the first Georgian to be ele- 
vated to the presidency of the nation- 
al association.
